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NO CHARGE FOR 
FIREARMS COP

THE police officer who shot 
dead a Tottenham man in an 
operation which foiled a plot 
to spring a dangerous crimi¬ 
nal from a prison van will not 
face criminal charges. 

Jermaine Baker, 28, was shot as 
armed police swooped on a car 
parked close to Wood Green Crown 
Court in December 2015, as he and 
other members of a five-man gang 
waited to ambush a prison van in a 
bid to break out a prisoner being 
brought from Wormwood Scrubs 
jail to face sentencing on firearms- 
related charges. 

An investigation into the shooting 
was conducted by the Independent 
Police Complaints Commission 
(IPCC) and on Wednesday the 
Crown Prosecution Service said the 
officer, known only as W80, would 
not face any criminal charge. 

The IPCC has submitted the 
report to the Metropolitan Police. 


The Met’s directorate of profes¬ 
sional standards is considering its 
findings as to whether there were 
breaches of misconduct. 

The four co-conspirators in the 
plot, three from Haringey and one 
from Enfield were later sentenced 
to a total of 30 years. The danger¬ 
ous criminal they tried to spring 
was later sentenced to eight-and- 
half years for his part in the plot, 
having already received 14 years 
for the firearms charges he had 
being facing on the day the plot to 
spring him was thwarted. 

Deputy Assistant Commissioner 
Peter Terry said: “Our thoughts 
continue to be with Mr Baker’s 
family at this difficult time. 

“It is completely natural that they 
want answers as to how he lost his 
life. 

“As police officers, we are all 
fully aware that we will be asked to 
account for our actions. We are not 
exempt from the law and would not 
wish to be. 

“Firearms officers are highly 


trained, highly skilled and very 
experienced. On that day they were 
doing exactly what we, the MPS, 
ask of them which was to protect 
the public of London from armed 
and dangerous criminals. 

“The officers were deployed to 
stop a plot to break out of a prison 


van a man who had pleaded guilty 
to being armed and who was on his 
way with another to shoot someone. 

“An imitation firearm was recov¬ 
ered from a holdall in the rear 
footwell behind the driver’s seat of 
the car used by the suspects,” he 
added. 


New book examines a little-known American tragedy 


INFAMOUS American school massacres like 
those at Columbine and Sandy Hook, in 
which dozens of innocent students were 
slaughtered, are regarded as a relatively mod¬ 
ern-day phenomenon. 

But an astonishing 70 years before two 
teens went on a shooting spree killing 13 and 
wounding 20 others at Columbine High 
School in Colorado in 1996, a less well known 
atrocity occurred which still stands as the 
deadliest school massacre to ever take place 
on US soil. 

The true events surrounding the bloodbath 
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in the small Michigan Town of Bath in May, 
1927, when school board trustee Adam Kehoe 
blew up the school, killing 38 children as well 
as several adults, forms the backdrop to the 
debut novel of Haringey resident, Andy 
Regan. 

“I’d read about the central incident by 
chance,” said the lawyer and education centre 
instructor. 

Kehoe was a trained electrician and engi¬ 
neer who wired the school with around 1,000 
pounds of dynamite and had planned the 
attack over a long period of time following 
disputes with the school's superintendent 
and others. 

Mr Regan became fascinated and began 
researching the subject. 

The book, entitled The Stars Move Still, 
mixes actual characters and fictional ones 
and tells what happens when a cold, calcu¬ 
lating individual chooses to punish the most 
vulnerable in the community out of mis¬ 
placed revenge. 

Andy who lives in Alexandra Park Road 
said: “I loved writing my first book because 
I researched and set it down over a long 


period of time, 
working at the 
pace I wanted so 
it never became 
a chore. 

“I wanted a 
dramatic story 
line set amidst 
interesting his¬ 
torical perspec¬ 
tive. 

“The book has 
a contemporary 
relevance given 
the horrific 
events which 
recently took 
place in Man¬ 
chester and Lon¬ 
don, as it traces 
how 90 years ago 
a community 
spawned a massacre which remains Amer¬ 
ica's worst school attack.”

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Police patrols stepped 
up after mosque attack 

'We are shocked and saddened/ says council leader Doug Taylor

ENFIELD police have stepped up their presence 

in the aftermath of the Finsbury Park terrorist 

attack. 

The move to increase numbers outside the nine 
mosques in Enfield - including Palmers Green 
and Edmonton Islamic Centre in Raynham 
Road - is in direct response to the atrocity which 
left one man dead and another eight people seri¬ 
ously injured in the early hours of Monday morn¬ 
ing. 

The attacker struck as the area was busy with 
worshippers attending Ramadan night prayers at 
Finsbury Park mosque. 

He drove a van into worshippers outside the 
Muslim Welfare House. 

Doug Taylor, leader of Enfield council said: 
“We are shocked and saddened by the events in 
North London at Seven Sisters Road last night. 
Our thoughts are with the family of the victim 
and all those who are injured. London is a place 
of many cultures, faiths and nationalities. An 
attack on one community affects us all. 

“Following the incident, we have been advised 
by the Metropolitan Police that people will see an 
increased number of officers on duty across Lon¬ 
don. 

“In addition, security will be stepped up around 
local mosques in light of last night’s repugnant 
act. These security measures will continue for as 
long as necessary.” 

Eight people were taken to hospital after the 
attack outside the mosque, which is also a com¬ 


munity centre. 

A 48-year-old man has been arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of attempted murder. 

A statement from Palmers Green mosque, Oak- 
thorpe Road, said: “As peaceful worshippers 
readied themselves after Tarawih for their suhoor, 
they fell victim to a terrible attack outside Fins¬ 
bury Park Mosque. 

“Whomever did this, if they have intentionally 
attacked pedestrians they are plain and simply 
terrorists and should be treated as all terrorists, 
with condemnation, and they must face the full 
force of the law. 

“These times are challenging and difficult but 
we pray that Allah protects us and all other peace¬ 
ful peoples at these difficult times. Please look 
after yourselves, your friends, families, col¬ 
leagues and neighbours and remain vigilant. 

“We won’t let the terrorists win, and we will 
continue to go about our daily business.”

Man died after accident, inquest told

A DELIVERY driver suffered a head injury when 
the wheel on his hand trolley exploded while he 
was changing it, an inquest heard. 

Shaw Thomas, 45, from Buxton Close, Edmon¬ 


ton, was struck on the forehead by the metal rim 
of the wheel in the incident at the Lyreco depot 
on the Mowlem Trading Estate in Leeside Road, 
Tottenham. 

Fellow delivery driver Eric Smith told the 
inquest: “We unscrewed about two nuts and as we 
were about to do the third the wheel 


just exploded.” 

Another driver, Stephen McFarlane said he 
heard a “loud popping” and turned to see that the 
rim had hit the roof of the warehouse and that Mr 
Shaw was holding his head. He said: “It just 
looked like a teeny little bump like when you’ve 
banged your head on a cupboard.” 


The inquest, at North London Coroner’s Court 
heard how Mr Thomas, an employee of recruit¬ 
ment agency The FTS Group, felt “a bit dizzy” 
but said he was okay and didn’t need medical 
treatment. 

He carried on working as normal, but went to 
North Middlesex Hospital just over two months 
later on July 31, after he had suffered dizziness 
while decorating his house. 

The inquest heard he had an “enormous” sub¬ 
dural haematoma, a condition in which blood 
collects between the skull and the brain. 

Consultant neurosurgeon Joan Grieve told the 
inquest there had been a slow build-up of pres¬ 
sure in his head caused by bleeding. 

She said: “He arrived at hospital just at the 
point when the pressure in his head was tipping 
from being very high to critical.” 

Acting for Lyreco, barrister Alice Jarratt said 
Miss Grieve could not be sure this was related to 
the incident at Lyreco. 

Miss Grieve said there was no evidence to 
suggest there was any other cause, although she 
said she had at first thought “a relatively mild 
head injury at work was not the whole explana¬ 
tion”. 

The inquest heard that three months after 
surgery Mr Thomas was transferred to the Neuro 
Rehabilitation Centre (NRC) at Edgware Com¬ 
munity Hospital where he underwent physiother¬ 
apy in the gym and needed help with standing 
and sitting, and that he had a poor short-term 
memory. 

Consultant neurosurgeon Dr Gerrard Davis 
said he hadn’t been prescribed ‘Ted’ stockings for 
reducing the risk of deep vein thrombosis (DVT) 
- and that the DVT he was later found to have suf¬ 
fered was likely to have been present before 
admission to the NRC. 

Police were called after Mr Thomas’s sudden 
death on October 14 last year and his room at the 
NRC was initially cordoned off as a crime scene. 
The inquest continues. 


Mayor hails kids after transformation triumph 


A DRAB, unused piece of waste 
land has been transformed into 
a ‘landscaped area of tranquil¬ 
lity’ in the heart of Edmonton. 

Monmouth Road Green was 
officially opened by the Mayor 
of Enfield, Christine Hamilton, 
on Monday, having been regen¬ 
erated with the help of green fin¬ 
gered pupils from St Edmund’s 
Catholic Primary School in 
Hertford Road. 

The open space complements 
one of Edmonton’s “most beau¬ 
tiful and historically significant 
residential area”. 

The land forms part of The 
Crescent conservation area in 
Edmonton, where grade II listed 
buildings from the early 19th 
century form a crescent of ter¬ 
raced four-storey houses, 
unique in Enfield. 

The final design of the space 
was shaped by the local commu¬ 
nity during a public consulta¬ 
tion last summer. 

There is an arc of trees and 
curving footpath - to mirror the 
shape of the historic crescent - 
as well as a central paving fea¬ 
ture, which includes an engrav¬ 


ing featuring a line from novelist 
Daniel Defoe’s writing about the 
area. 

Doug Taylor, Enfield Coun¬ 
cil’s leader, said: “This 
wonderful, public space comple¬ 
ments the recent council-led 
improvements to The Crescent 
to both private properties and 
those owned by our project 
partners Newlon Housing Trust. 

“The co-ordinated repairs and 
restoration have contributed to 
the uplift of the area and seen 
improvements for all to enjoy. 

“The main triumph of this 
regeneration has been the par¬ 
ticipation of the community in 
this project. 

“We want people to have 
access to green, open spaces and 
moreover, to have a say as to 
how their living areas are 
shaped. 

“Looking ahead, we anticipate 
further investment into the area 
which already is a thriving, cos¬ 
mopolitan place to live, work 
and be educated in, leading to a 
strong community focus.” 

The project is designed to sus¬ 
tainably manage rainwater by

Council 
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Taser seized in 
cop crackdown

A BANNED taser was among 
the weapons haul seized by 
cops as part of Enfield Police’s 
six-week crackdown on knife 
and drug crime. 

The stun gun was concealed 
down the waistband of a man 
stopped and searched by 
patrolling police as part of 
Operation Bremont. 

Police were alerted after spot¬ 
ting the man acting suspi¬ 
ciously looking over a garden 
wall in Latymer Road, Edmon¬ 
ton, with his vehicle parked 
close by. 

The baton-style taser was 
marked with the word ‘Police’, 
but is not an authentic police- 
issue taser. Tasers are prohib¬ 
ited weapons in the UK and he 
was arrested under section 5 of 
the Firearms Act. 

A 38-year-old man appeared

at Highbury Magistrates’ Court 
earlier this month charged with 
possession of an illegal 
firearm. 

He was issued with a commu¬ 
nity order requiring the forfei¬ 
ture and destruction of the 
weapon, and ordered to carry 
out unpaid community work 
and told to pay an £85 victim 


surcharge fine. 

Disclosing details of weapons 
recovered and arrests made, 
Detective Superintendent Tony 
Kelly said the last couple of 
weeks of Operation Bremont 
had produced “excellent 
results”. 

A total of 152 knives were 
recovered with 58 arrests for 
knife-related crimes with a fur¬ 
ther 71 arrests and warnings for 
drugs. Fifteen non-bladed 
weapons were seized during the 
operation, which saw 325 stop 
and searches conducted and 
116 weapons sweeps. 

Police detained 182 people 
during the operation. 

Mr Kelly said that following 
public interest in Operation 
Bremont, Enfield police are 
investigating how many of 
those arrested were cautioned 
or charged. 

“We will publish these fig¬ 
ures when available,” he added.

Enfield Carers Centre supports car¬ 
ers with a variety of services such as 
information, advice, advocacy, coun¬ 
selling, training, carers’ breaks, bene¬ 
fits advice and peer support groups. 

There are approximately 30,000 peo¬ 
ple living in Enfield who identified 
themselves in the 2011 census as look¬ 
ing after a relative, partner or close 
friend who needs their help because of 
disability, illness, frailty or a substance 
misuse issue. 

These people are unpaid/family car¬ 
ers and part of 6.5million carers in the 
UK. Many provide care for their loved 
one for more than 35 hours a week. 

National research by Carers UK val¬ 
ued the contribution carers make at 
£132 billion each year - that’s close to 
the total annual cost of health spending 
in the UK (£134.1bn in 14-15). How¬ 
ever, the term carer is too often mis¬ 
used to describe people who choose to 
perform the paid role of care worker. 

Family carers rarely have the luxury

Police issue witness appeal after fatal collision

POLICE are appealing for 
witnesses after a fatal colli¬ 
sion between a car and two 
motorcyclists in Edmon¬ 
ton. 

One of the motorcyclists 
died and the other was left 
with potentially life-chang¬ 
ing injuries following the 
incident on the A10 Great 
Cambridge Road at 
11.13pm last Wednesday 
evening (June 14). 

A third motorcyclist, 
aged 39, who is believed to 
have been travelling south 
along the dual carriageway 
with them, was arrested on 


suspicion of dangerous dri¬ 
ving. The driver of the car

Royal reward for Rosina as 
family celebrate her 100th

A SPECIAL message of congratulation from 
the Queen crowned staunch royalist Rosina 
Garnish’s 100th birthday celebrations. 

The great-grandmother, from Ashridge 
Gardens, in Palmers Green, reached the special 
milestone recently and had a joint celebration 
with her 72-year-old daughter, Sheila, who 
shares the same birthday on June 7. 

“That’s a birthday present that lasts,” Rosina’s 
late husband Sid used to say. 

Dozens of close friends and family members 
gathered for a garden party to celebrate the spe¬ 
cial occasion on Sunday, June 11. 

“It was a fantastic day to spend together,” said 
Sheila, of Glebe Avenue, who is the oldest 
daughter of Rosina’s three children. 

Rosina has been an Enfield resident for more 
than 50 years but grew up in Hackney, with sis¬ 
ters Florence and Alice. 

After finishing her training as a court dress¬ 
maker at trade school, Rosina’s first job was in 
Bond Street, London, where she had the honour 
of making a leather pair of gloves for 
Clementine, the wife of former prime minister 
Sir Winston Churchill. 

The centenarian has been fond of the royal 
family ever since. 

“I love them,” she said. “They are just like us. 
They are genuine people.” 

At the age of 23 Rosina married Sid in 1939. 
The couple had three children - Sheila, Marion, 
who is now 65, and Paul, 58. They first settled 
in Bowes Road for five years, in Arnos Grove, 
followed by Ashridge Gardens. 

Alongside dress making from home, Rosina 
provided an after-school club for 15 years 
where she cooked dinner for six children every 
evening during the week. 

She was also a carer for elderly residents in 
the borough which her daughter Sheila said was 
part of her nature. 



“She’s always enjoyed looking after people,” 
explained Sheila. 

Neighbours knew they could always rely on 
Rosina to repair their clothes and she regularly

mended uniforms for members at her husband’s 
bowling club. 

Rosina used to be a keen gardener and contin¬ 
ued sewing until she was 98, when she 
developed a cataract which has affected her 
vision. 

Rosina was married for 50 years and cele¬ 
brated her diamond wedding anniversary a 
month before Sid died at 81. She attributes her 
longevity to “luck”. 

Rosina enjoys reading romance novels and 
reciting poems at family gatherings including 
one of her favourites - Charles Kingsley’s My 
Little Doll. 

“She still knows all the words which always 
impresses us all,” said Sheila.

ally is where coffins were rested 
while waiting for a funeral to take 
place - was suffering from serious 
subsidence and has been removed 
piece by piece and put into storage. 

The parish council has been 
quoted between £30,000 and 
£40,000 to drill very deep bore 
holes and replace the gate so that it 
is safe for generations to come. 

A church spokeswoman said: 
“We’re looking at different funding 
streams, but the gate isn’t as old as 
the church and isn’t listed, so that 
rules out a couple of options. 

“So we’re saving what we can. 

“It’s a beautiful gate and a real 
landmark for people here.” 

The existing church building is 
thought to date from Victorian 


times and the original horse trough 
is still in place near the gate. 

St John’s is a Venetian-style coun¬ 
try church in a very rural setting, 
and is dedicated to Saint John the 
Baptist.

A decade to 
remember...

‘IF you remember the 1960s you 
weren’t really there,’ goes the 
famous quote referring to the 
mind-altering drug use synony¬ 
mous with the era. 

But brilliant music is what the 
decade is most renowned for 
and a live show featuring pop 
legends from the period lets 
everyone, of whatever genera¬ 
tion, relive the “swinging sixties” 
experience at Edmonton’s Mill- 
field Theatre on Sunday night. 

In Bringing Back the 60s, 
memories of flower power, psy¬ 
chedelia, mini-skirts, Carnaby 
Street and the ‘Summer of Love’ 
are revived. 

The sounds and atmosphere 
of one of the defining decades in 
music and popular culture are 
recreated by the New Amen Cor¬ 
ner - the contemporary descen¬ 
dants of classic band Amen 
Corner, who were famous for 
hits such as Bend Me Shake Me 
, If Paradise Was Half As Nice, 
High in the Sky, and Hello Suzie, 
amongst others. 

Performing with them are two 
sixties icons- singer songwriter, 
Mike D’Abo, formerly of Manfred 
Mann and the singer known as 
‘the voice.’ Chris Farlowe, 

The two-hour long show is a 
nostalgia fest for aficionados of 
sixties music. 

The original Amen Corner was 
one of the most exciting and 
influential bands on the pop 
scene in the late sixties. 

With a mix of mod, psyche¬ 
delic power pop, with heavy 
horns, swirling Hammond organ, 
and the distinctive voice of Andy 
Fairweather Low they became 


household names and many of 
their hits were million sellers. 

The band were together three 
years before splitting up and 
although there have been 
repeated requests for them to re¬ 
form over the decades the 
prospect became more and 
remote. 

It was a long-standing friend¬ 
ship between Alan Jones, an 
original saxophonist with Amen 
Corner and veteran sax player 
Frogman Curtis, which led to 
Curtis setting up New Amen 
Corner to keep the memory of 
the legendary band alive. 

Mike d’Abo, who replaced 
Paul Jones as the Manfred 
Mann’s lead singer, provided the 
vocals on the Manfreds’ classic 
hits Just Like A Woman, Semi- 
Detached Suburban Mr James, 
Ha Ha Said The Clown and 
Mighty Quinn. 

His award-winning song-writ¬ 
ing credits include worldwide 
hits Handbags and Gladrags, 
which Rod Stewart and The 
Stereophonies both recorded 
and was the theme to the TV sit¬ 
com, The Office, as well as writ¬ 
ing the Foundations’ hit Build Me 
Up Buttercup, which reached 
number two in the charts in 
1968. 

Handbags and Gladrags was 
written by D’Abo for Chris 
Farlowe, who originally recorded 
it, and composer and artiste per¬ 
form it together on the Bringing 
Back The 60s show. 

Farlowe is best known for his 
million selling classic Out of Time, 
a Jagger & Richards composition 
written especially for him, which 
was number one in the charts in 
the same week England won the 
World Cup in 1966.

T he third generation Yaris has 
been around for some time now - 
long enough in fact to have been 
subjected to no less than two facelifts 
since it was first introduced in 2011. 
With this latest refresh, Toyota has 
dropped its 1.3 3-litre engine in favour 
of a new 1.5-litre power plant that is 
both more powerful and more efficient 
than its predecessor. 

Toyota has also really stepped its 
game up as far as standard safety 
equipment is concerned - a factor that 
will no doubt appeal to family buyers. 
Even the entry-level Active models 
come equipped with the Toyota Safety 
Sense system, which includes a 
plethora of alerts and warning sys¬ 
tems, including lane departure alert 
and autonomous emergency braking. 

To the untrained eye, the changes to 
the Yaris’ appearance might go unno¬ 
ticed. The new front end has been 
styled to imitate a catamaran ship - 



with a wide, angular grille dominating 
proceedings and giving the Yaris a 
slightly more aggressive demeanour. 

Round the back of the car is where 
the most noticeable changes have been 
implemented. Toyota has completely 
redesigned the shape of the tail-lights, 
which supposedly echo those found on 
larger, more premium models. 

Customers also have the choice of 
opting for the new Bi-tone specifica¬ 
tion, which adds a contrasting roof and 
pillars for an even more striking 
appearance - particularly when paired 
with the bold new Tokyo Red and 
Nebula Blue exterior colours. 

Sat behind a six-foot driver and front 
passengers, taller adults in the back of 
the new Yaris will find their knees 
brush against the seats in front of them, 
while their heads might narrowly avoid 
touching the roof. There’s certainly not 
an abundance of room in the back of 
the car, but two adults should be able to 
travel reasonable distances without get¬ 
ting too uncomfortable. 




As far as boot space is concerned, 
the Yaris offers up 286 litres of storage 
capacity. While this figure might not 
be class-leading by any means, it 
should meet the requirements of most 
family buyers. 

Our experience of the Yaris was 
mostly limited to low-speed, urban 
driving, which it handled amicably. 
The controls were light and easy to 
operate, meaning the little Toyota was 
incredibly easy to place exactly where 
you wanted it - a factor that will no 
doubt appeal to those who will buy 
one of these for almost exclusive city 
use. 

Motorways didn’t really cause it to 
flinch, either, with the Yaris remaining 
planted and confident throughout. 
Where it did fall down, however, was 
in the engine refinement department, 
with the 1.0-litre engine in particular 
making itself heard at cruising speed. 
Unfortunately, we didn’t get a chance 
to put the Yaris’ handling abilities to 
the test, as the Dutch roads that made 


up our test route were all arrow 
straight and silky smooth and didn’t 
cause the supermini to break a sweat. 
Final judgement on its dynamic capa¬ 
bilities can’t really be passed until 
we’ve had a go back on British soil. 

We got behind the wheel of the mid¬ 
range Icon Tech model, which costs 
from £15,045. Standard equipment is 
generous, with features such as satel¬ 
lite navigation, rear parking camera 
and a seven-inch touchscreen multi- 
media system all included as standard. 

One of the key selling points, how¬ 
ever, is the large emphasis that Toyota 
has placed on safety across the entire 
Yaris range. All cars - from the entry- 
level Active model all the way up to 
the Excel and Bi-tone models - come 
with Toyota Safety Sense as standard. 
This includes pre-collision system, 
autonomous emergency braking, lane 
departure alert and automatic high- 
beam. Road sign assist is also 
included on cars in Icon specification 
and above.

TOTTENHAM HOTSPUR manager 
Mauricio Pochettino admits that he 
cannot wait for the start of the new 
season following the publication of 
the Premier League fixtures. 

The fixtures for the coming cam¬ 
paign were released on Wednesday 
last week and Spurs will begin their 
quest to go one better than last time 
around - when they finished second 
- by making the trip to newly pro¬ 
moted Newcastle United on the 
weekend of August 12. 

They then begin life at their tem¬ 
porary home of Wembley Stadium 
with a tough clash against champi¬ 
ons Chelsea the following weekend, 
while another home clash follows 
against Burnley on the weekend of 
August 26 before there is a two-week 
gap in the fixtures for the first inter¬ 
national break of the season. 

The first north London derby of 
the season sees Tottenham visiting 
Arsenal on the weekend of Novem¬ 
ber 18, with the return fixture taking 
place at Wembley on Lebruary 10.

“We’re starting to prepare the 
season and we cannot wait to start

again,” the manager said. “This is a 
moment for our players to enjoy 
their holidays and try to recharge 
the batteries, but for us we’re think¬ 
ing about starting the season in the 
best condition.

That will be exciting because it’s our 
first game and then our first game 
at Wembley is against Chelsea - 
I’m sure the fans will be excited for 
that as well. 

“Newcastle is another motivation 
for us. The way that we finished the 
season before last is not too much 


important now but we’ll have that 
in our mind to motivate us and 
we’ll try to win. Next season will be 
exciting and to start at St James’ 
Park will be very motivating for us.” 

Meanwhile, Kieran Trippier has 
spoken of his pride after winning 
his first senior cap for England in 
their 3-2 defeat away to Prance on 
Tuesday last week.

I was buzzing 
and so proud to wear it and to 
sing the national anthem with my 
team-mates.
